Terms In Which Tile Men Talk 



Bases — The wash board or the bottom 

course of the wall. 
Bead — A. Quarter round. 

B. Combination quarter rounds. 

C. Small fillet or moulding. 
Bisque or Biscuit — Body of tile, the un- 

glazed ware. 

Broken Joint Work — Setting of tile in 
such a manner that the vertical joint 
formed by two tiles in one course is di- 
rectly in the center of the tile in the 
upper or lower course. 

Bull Nose — Combination quarter round. 

Butterfly Angle — A window or door cor- 
ner or angle. 

Caps — The top of the wainscoting or fin- 
ishing member which returns to the 
plaster line. Caps can also be the 
band course to outline the wainscoting. 

Ceiling Cove — Used to round off the cor- 
ner formed at the intersection of walls 
and ceiling. 

Combination Angle — A cove or quarter 
round, but convex or concave, and a 
flat tile in one piece. 

Combination Angle Cove — Another term 
for combination angle, but in concave 
only. 

Convex Angle — An outside angle. 

Concave Angle — An inside angle. 

Corner — An angle piece which joins the 
vertical and transverse sections of a 
trimmer. 

Corner Bead — Another term for quarter 
round. 

Course — The straight lay of any lie of 
tile. 



Cove — A concave quadrantal tile of any 
radius. 

Cove Base — A base with a cove at the 
bottom to meet the floor. 

Curb — Various shaped tiles used for curb 
in shower baths and round hearths. 

Down Angle — (See Down Corner.) 

Down Corner — An angle piece which 
changes the direction of a trimmer 
from the horizontal to a downward 
vertical direction in the same plane. 
Other terms for this shape are Out- 
side Vertical Angle, Door Angle, and 
Top Intersecting Angle. 

Flange — (1) The straight part. 

(2) Tangent of a Combination. 

(3) Cap or base. 

Flange (Down) — To be laid on the floor. 

Flange (Up) — To be laid on the wall. 

Mouldings — Decorative members used to 
enrich tiles, for paneling and framing, 
and for building up cornices. 

Nosing — See Quarter Round Combina- 
tions and Partition Tile. 

Outside Angle — A connecting piece which 
changes the direction of a trimmer at 
salient angles. (See Convex or Inter- 
ior Angle.) 

Outside Glaze — A term used in connec- 
tion with double-faced patterns indi- 
cating that the Convex side of the 
piece is glazed. 

Plinth — Square or beveled block at base 
of a door architrave or trim. 

Quarter Round — A convex quadrantal 
tile of any radius. 



Radius Tile — A tile to follow the form 
of a circle of any radius. 

Recess Cove — A tile forming the jamb of 
the window, with a cove attached. 

Hand Hold — Used in Roman or Turkish 
baths or swimming pools — part of the 
gutter or for hand grip. 

Hand Rail — A half-round tile used as 
above or top of curb. 

Inside Angle — A connecting piece either 
rounded or square, which changes the 
direction of a trimmer at re-entrant 
angles (See Concave Angle.) 

Inside Glaze — A term used in connection 
with double faced patterns, indicating 
that the concave side of the piece is 
glazed. 

Stretcher — The running piece of any 
moulding or base. 

Shoe — A small cove with a flange on one 
side. 

Stop — The turning of a moulding on cap 
or base, to a plain surface, to over- 
come projection where it connects with 
a door or window trim. 

Straight Joint Work — Where the verti- 
cal and horizontal lines run through 
the course. 

Up Corner — (See Vertical Angle.) 
Vertical Angle — An up and down corner 
or angle — a piece which changes from 
horizontal to a vertical direction. 

Window Cove — Any combination angle 
tile used around a window. (See Re- 
cess Cove.)
